PERMIT  NO.  C  90-17 


The  Energy  Resources  Conservation  Board,  pursuant  to  the  Coal  Conservation  Act,  being 
chapter  C-14  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1980,  hereby  grants  a  PERMIT  to  Gregg  River 
Resources  Ltd.  (hereinafter  called  "the  Permittee")  to  develop  two  test  pits  for  experimental  purposes  to 
produce  up  to  10  tonnes  of  raw  coal  in  the  Gregg  River  area,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 


L        The  Permittee  shall  conduct  all  excavation  operations  in  accordance  with  an  application  to 
the  Board  registered  as  Application  No.  901898  on  20  December  1990  and  with  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  this  permit. 

2.  The  excavations  shall  be  known  as  Mine  Nos.  1770/CD3/E  and  1770/H4/E  and  shall  be 
located  as  shown  in  the  Permittee's  application  to  the  Board  or  at  such  other  locations  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Board  and  the  Land  Conservation  and  Reclamation  Council. 

3.  The  Permittee  shall  advise  the  Board  of  the  date  of  commencement  of  the  operations 
herein  permitted,  not  less  than  one  week  prior  to  conmiencement. 

4.  Any  discard  material  shall  be  disposed  of  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board  to  reduce 
the  potential  for  spontaneous  combustion  and  to  prevent  it  from  becoming  a  worker  or 
public  safety  hazard  or  contributing  to  air  or  water  pollution. 


5.        The  Permittee  shall  file  with  the  Board 


(a)  a  map  showing  the  surveyed  location  of  each  test  pit, 

(b)  the  details  of  construction  of  each  test  pit, 

(c)  a  report  on  any  geotechnical  studies  involved,  and 

(d)  the  results  of  all  tests  on  the  coal  samples  obtained. 


6.       The  Permittee  shall,  upon  completion  of  the  two  test  pits  permitted  herein,  reclaim  all 
disturbed  areas  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  and  the  Land  Conservation  and 
Reclamation  Council. 


7. 


The  approval  of  the  Minister  of  the  Environment  is  attached  hereto  as  Appendix  A, 
andthis  permit  is  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  therein  contained. 


Unless  otherwise  stipulated  by  the  Board,  this  permit  shall  expire  on  31  December  1991.
